| About New Old-Fashioned Furniture 


Stools have a number of names for | 


| their different shapes. The tall 
'wooden stool, higher than a chair, 
‘though a plain stool, is dubbed kitch- 
| en, bathroom, pantry, or the gray, 
blue or black stool, depending upor 
the room in which it bel6ngs or its 
leolor. The folding campstoo] has 
| become a member of the porch fur- 
'niture squad, and has even been 
'brought into the house as an extra 
‘seat with its legs painted black and 
| its canvas top yellow, or green, as the 
ease may be, so that it will fit into 
the color scheme. 


Old-Time Footrests. 


| Then there is the small square or 
rectangular footstool. This one may 
'have straight or Victorian legs of 
| hard wood, highly polished, and is 
| always upholstered, usually in ma- 
'terials to match the furniture of the 
|room in which it is placed. It some- 
times appears with legs so short that 
‘they hardly raise it more than an 
‘inch above the floor, in which case 
|it is usually equipped with wooden 
rollers that do not work very rap- 


idly. The taller rests do not have 
| these. 
| -The old-fashioned’ cricket, also 


}called a stool, was a wooden affair 
| usually painted black and stenciled 
‘on top with a gold design. It was a 
very popular footstool in its day. 
Many an old-fashioned little girl, 
maybe your grandmother or mine, 
has sat on a cricket by her mother’s 
knee to learn the first stitches of her 
sampler. 

The familiar hassock, covered with 


carpet like that in the “parlor,” also 
goes by the nante of “stool,”’ and 
|'many a modern bride kneels upon 


one to receive her wedding blessing, 
|though she ‘may have catled it an 
|“ugly old-fashioned thing”’ but a few 
hours earlier. 


Some Unusual Revivals. 


| We find, too, the. old ottomans, 
| sometimes wrongly called antimacas- 
}sars, which really are tidies for the 
|protection of the backs of chairs 
Many old-fashioned girls embroid- 


| duroy, velveteen or brocade for ordi- 
nary use, finished with a neatly 
tacked-on galloon.

ered them under. the wrong name. 
Sometimeg the embroidery was done 
on satin or velvet.

ottomans are covered with double 
vélvet cushions or muffin-shaped 
cushions, the former embroidered 
and finished with cord and tassels, 
the latter shirred and caught in the 
cente®™ with a huge button or soft 
rosette. 

A rectangular-shaped ottoman 
stafiding 12 inches from the floor 
was covered with black velvet and 
over the top there was a basket of 
oranges appliqued in natural colors, 


the oranges being padded to half 
their size. The effect was quite} 
natural, the basket being made of 


laced or braided velvet ribbon in wil- 
low color. 


Square Ottomans Popular. 


The square ottomans are popular 
for use on either side of the open 
fireplace, as were the old wooden 
benches that were often placed in 
front of the high settles. In the old 
days the children sat on them while 
the daily chapter from the Good 
Book was read. They had to_be- 
have, for there was no room to do 
ahything else. 

Modern women also call the newer 
floor cushions ‘‘stools” or “‘footrests.”’ 
While they are more luxurious than 
the stools, they also take up a good 
deal more room. Besides, they grow 
shabby more quickly since they lie 
on the floor. These enormous pil- 
lows are weighted with sand and 
stuffed rather firmly with hair or 
moss. They are then covered with 
embroidered satin, finished with a 
full flounce or puff orm with velvet 
richly appliqued with velvet fruit or 
flowers, and finished with cords and 
tassels. For bedroom use they are 
covered with cretonnes and fimshed, 
in this case, with a double ruffle,

Significant Incidents in the Lives of Famous Women 


By MARK STUYVESANT 


How Jane Austen Became a Great Novelist 


N the magnificent cathedral] in 

the city of Winchester, England, 

are buried many distinguished 
persons. Here lie some of the early 
| Saxon Kings, and there is a possibil- 
ity that the great King Alfred was 
buried there. 


Among the famous personages bu- 


|ried here is St. Swithin, whose name 


has come down to us and Its recalled 
every July. Izak Walton of fishing 
fame is one of the representatives 
of literature whose tombs are in this 
glorious old cathedral. 


But perhaps no tomb attracts 
more attention than one that is 
marked by a plain slab of marble. 
On it is a simple name, “Jane Aus- 
ten,” that of a simple woman, who 
wrote of simple things, but with 
such a masterful hand and in such 
an engaging way that she became 
one of the most illustrious women of 
English literature. 


Scott’s Tribute. 


, Qf Jane Austen, Sir Walter Scott 
said: ““That young lady has a talent 
for describing the involvements of 
feeling and characters o% ordinary 
life which to me is the most wonder- 
ful I ever met with. The big bow- 
wow strain I can do myself like any 


now going, but the exquisite touch 
which renders ordinary common- 
place things and characters inter- 
esting from the truth of the descrip- 
tion and the sentiment, is denied 
me.,”’ 


Jane Austen, the author of “Per- 
suasion,” “Pride and Prejudice,” 
“Sense and Sensibility,” and other 
novels, was born in 1775 near Lon- 
don. Her father was a clergyman of 


the Church of England, stationed in 
the small town of Steventon. 


Jane was reared in the narrow 
circle of this small place, in the 
most monotonous and strictest fash- 
ion. 


But she managed by her imagina- 
tion and her gift of writing to find 
so. much Iinterest-in the life around 
her that she made her life in this 
quiet country town one of absorbing 
interest. Perhaps you will have some 
idea of those who were her neigh- 
bors when I say that they were not 
even interested in the American 
Revolution or moved by the horrors 
of the French Revolution. Both of/ 
these upheavals took place = 
Jane Austen's life. 


But she wrote of no world events. 
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She wrote of the doings of the 
town. It was not considered good 
form for young women to have much 
learning at this time, and it Was 
‘thought forward of them to write. It 
was not “done.” But the spark of 
genius burned too brightly.in Jane 
Austen’s mind to have it  extin- 
guished by the damper of criticism 
of the village folk. 
She Was Not Vain. 

Instead, she wrote of them. With 
her sweet stories she wove from the 
threads of life around her. one of the 
finest word fabrics of English lit- 
erature. 

And this she did while life went on 
serenely about her. She was not vain 
about her writing. She wrote because 
she loved to write. 

Her first manuscript lay for il 
years before she made any attempt 
to publish it. She could have been 
the fashion in London as the great 
woman writer of her day. The King, 
George IV, invited her to dedicate 
one of her novels to him. 

But this simple woman declined 
what we would now call “publicity,”
